Extract of a letter from a gentleman in Boston 

to his friend in this city, dated. July 3, 1817. 

The President's reception in this town yester- 
day was as peifect and interesting as it could be, 
and undoubtedly affected him a good deal. Be- 
tween three and four thousand children, boys and 
girls. from the public schools, were formed in two 
lines on the common, dfessed in uniform, and a- 
dorned with each a rose on the breast. ‘The Pres- 
ident tcok off his bat and bowéd to them as he 

ssed; and those who were near bim said he 
shed tears. The military display was extremely 
impressive, the Hussars making a finer show than 
any thatlever sew. ‘The University of €am- 
bridge has just had a vote confirmed. bestowing 
on the President the degree of L L.D. He is to 
visit Cambridge on Monday when an address 
will be made to him, in English, by Dr. Kirk- 
Jand. and ip Latin by a student. He atténds the 
celebration of Independence here, and is expe ct- 
ed to go to the collation at tie State House after 
the orationis over. National feeling is very pre 
dominart among us, and 1s brought out happily 
by this visit. 

From South America —Arrived at Quarantine, 
yesterday, brig Copernican, Coffin, 27 days from 
Trinity, Martinique. Captein C. was intornmed 
by afriend who came on boar after'the vesset 
was under way, that the Pat:iots in South Ameri- 
cahad gained a great victory over the Royalists 
which account was published in the St. Pierres 
Gazeite.

Without waiting fer further inform- 
ation, he immediately took his son into his canoe, 
Eset asmall fobe-sail, and rut through Pulling’s 
r Point Gut, towards Brord Sound. ‘The wind was 
-so high, that with thé smaliest sali, the canoe 
nearly buried hers®if under water. Having re- 
E lieved her. he stood ina direction for Lote Island 
nearly half a mile. without diseovering any indi- 
cation of (he object of his search. He then dis- 
r covered his wife dnd children on the beach of 
 Deér Isfond; ruaning towards the Soutid Point, 


ina short time he discovered the heads of severat 
men in the Water; and as tliey rose and fell on 
the sea, hé was impressed with the belief that 
‘ there were more than twenty buffeting the waves 
and eontending against death. Being perfectly 
aware of the little burthen and stight Construct- 
Pion of his canoe, (she being of thé smailest class 
of “ lan streaks*) the wind blowing a violent gale 
—his apprehensions for his son's «md his own safe- 
} ty had caused him fo desist fronithe extreme per- 
il of exposing bis frait barque to be seized on by 
/ men agonized to despair in. the Inst etruggles for 
life. He oWever prepared for the event, toole 
| in his sail, rowed athong thé dréwiting men with 
F fixed determination to save some or perish in the 


attempt. By an exertion of skill, to be equalled 


of a canoe, he succeeded in getting seven per. 
sons on board. and was attémpting to save thé 
eighth, when his son exclaimed, ‘‘ Father, the 
-cenoé@ is sinking—=wé shall all perish.” This ex. 
clamation calling his mind from the purpose on 
which it was bent, exposed to him: his most per- 
itons situation. Sixinches of Water in his canoe 
—nime in number on board—the upper part of 
her cun-Wale but three inches above water—the 
wind high—a beavy sea running, and constantly 
washing on board—and neerly a mile from the 
nearest land.
